1.     In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  In  hand  paid  and  the  covenants  herein  contained.  Lessor  hereby  grants,  teases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the  following 
described  land,  hereinafter  called  leased  premises:

3.  Royalties  on  oil,  gas  and  other  substances  produced  and  saved  hereunder  shall  be  paid  by  Lessee  to  Lessor  as  follows:  (a)  For  oil  and  other  liquid

11.  Lessee's  obligations  under  this  lease,  whether  express  or  implied,  shal  be  subject  to  all  applicable  laws,  rules,  regulations  and  orders  of  any  governmental 
authority  having  Jurisdiction  Including  restrictions  on  the  drilling  and  production  of  wells,  and  the  price  of  oil.  gas.  and  other  substances  covered  hereby.  When  drilling, 
reworking,  production  or  other  operations  are  prevented  or  delayed  by  such  laws,  rules,  regulations  or  orders,  or  by  inability  to  obtain  necessary  permits,  equipment,  services, 
material,  water,  electricity,  fuel,  access  or  easements,  or  by  fire.  Rood,  adverse  weather  conditions,  war.  sabotage,  rebellion,  insurrection,  riot  strike  or  labor  disputes,  or  by 
inability  to  obtain  a  satisfactory  market  for  production  or  failure  of  purchasers  or  earners  to  take  or  transport  such  production,  or  by  any  other  cause  not  reasonably  within 
Lessee's  control,  this  lease  shall  not  terminate  because  of  such  prevention  or  delay,  and  at  Lessee's  option,  the  period  of  such  prevention  or  delay  shall  be  added  to  the  term 
hereof.

13.  No  litigation  shall  be  initiated  by  Lessor  with  respect  to  any  breach  or  default  by  Lessee  hereunder,  for  a  period  of  at  least  90  days  after  Lessor  has  given 
Lessee  vwrtlen  notice  fully  describing  the  breach  or  default,  and  Ihen  only  it  Lessee  fails  to  remedy  the  breach  or  defaull,  within  such  period  In  the  event  the  matter  is  litigated 
and  there  is  a  final  judicial  determination  that  a  breach  or  default  has  occurred,  this  lease  Shan  not  be  forfeited  or  canceled  in  whole  or  in  part  unless  Lessee  is  given  a 
reasonable  time  after  said  Judicial  determination  to  remedy  the  breach  or  default  and  Lessee  falls  to  do  so.
